The earliest a civil case 
could be heard was two, 
months ahead. 

Mr. Cannon said Parlia- 
ment was currently consi- 
dering a Bill which would 





extend the Jurisdiction of 


civil litigants, people 
police

minal matters, 

-He said: “The Govern- 
ment has indicated that 
this will résult in a con- 
siderable saving of time in 
superior courts. 

"This is true, but it will 
also aggravate the situ- 
ation in local courts. 

“Magistrates’ ‘courts 
were intended to be 
readily accessible and to 
provide justice quickly and 
cheaply. . 

“They, are now failing to 
do this.”
